The meeting was called to order with Mayor Glass presiding.

The minutes of the previous meeting were read, corrected, and approved.

The City Manager submitted the name of Mr. EDWARD ROBINSOH, JR., for con-
firmation by the Council, as a member of the Firemen and Policemen's Civil Serv-
ice Commission for a term of three years. Councilman Drake moved that the
nomination of Mr. Edward Robinson, Jr., be confirmed. The motion carried by
the following vote;

MR. KNQX WRIGHT appeared before the Council requesting early action on
the approval of his subdivision adjoining the City Limits with the view of bring-
ing this property into the City Limits. He was advised that this was being sent
through the ngineering Department to check the field notes; and when the sub-
division Is approved and the utilities worked out, an ordinance would be drawn
and introduced to bring this inside the City limits.
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Councilman Drake offered the following resolution and moved its adoption:

WHEREAS, the Southwestern Bell Telephone Company has presented to the City
Council tentative maps or plans showing the proposed construction of its under-
ground telephone conduit in the streets in the City of Austin hereafter named,
and said maps or plans have been considered by the Director of Public Works;
therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY TEE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT the Southwestern Bell Telephone Company be and the same is hereby
permitted to construct its pole lines in the following streets:

(l) An underground telephone conduit in BED BUD TRAIL, from
Lake Austin Boulevard west to Colorado River, the centerline of
which underground telephone conduit shall be 174 feet south of
and parallel to the centerline of said RED BUD TRAIL.

THAT the work and construction of said underground telephone conduit,
including the excavation of the streets and the restoration and maintenance
of said streets after said pole lines have been constructed, shall be under the
supervision and direction of the City Manager and in accordance with the ordin-
ances and regufetions of the City of Austin governing such construction*

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(2) A gas main in MARSHALL LANE, from a point 192 feet
south of West 13th Street southerly 51* feet, the centerline
of which gas main shall "be yj feet west of and parallel to
the east property line of said MARSHALL LAMB.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2̂  feet,

(3) A gas main in COLETO STREET, from Pennsylvania Avenue
northerly 93 feet/ the centerline of which gas main shall "be 6i
feet west of and parallel to the east property line of said
COLETO STREET.

Said gas main described above shall have & cover of not
less than 2̂  feet.

A gas main in WRIGHT STREET, from Bluebonnet Lane
westerly 5^2 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall "be
74 feet south of and parallel to the north property line of
said WRIGHT STREET.

Said gas main desctibed above shall have a cover of not
less than 2̂  feet*

(5) A gas main in BREEZE TERRACE, from a point 15^ feet south
of Edgewood Avenue northerly 10 feet, the centerline of which gas
main shall "be 7-5- feet west and parallel to the east line of said
BREEZE TERRACE.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2^ feet.

(6) A gas main in LAIRD DRIVE, from a point 6i feet north
o£ Pequeno Street northerly S2 feet, the centerline of which gas
main shall be 5 feet west of aid parallel to the east property line
of said LAIRD DRIVE.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 2̂  feet.

(7) A gas main in CLSARVISW ERIVE, from Schulle Avenue
westerly iHg feet, the centerline of. *faich gas main shall be
74 feet south of and parallel to the north property line of said
CLEARVIEtf DRIVE.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2i feet.

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand,
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and that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that
greater depths may not fee required at special points. When the Texas Public
Service Coiapany requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations
or working points from which to "base the location of their assignments, they
shall apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days
before such information is required. The Texas Public Service Company is
further put upon notice that they will "be required to bear the expanse of re-
pairs or replacement of any underground utility damaged during the construction
of lines named in this resolution.

AKD THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
mast be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches,

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation
in the streets, and the restoration aad maintenance of said streets after
said mains have been laid shall be under the supervision and direction of the
City Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain
franchises granted to said company by the City of Austin.

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ME, CRISPI WOODS appeared before the Council requesting that a park
be developed at the location which the Polio, Inc., may sell to the City. The
City Manager stated that the Recreation Department did not recommend this
location as being suitable nor desirable as a playground, bat that a playground
was neededin that area.

but there was a limit to the supervision, and that a playground at this location
would not be a supervised play area* Mr. Woods stated thatwould be satisfactory,
as the children would have a place to play other than in the streets. Councilman
MacCorkle moved that the City Manager be instructed to prepare an estimate of
developing this small play area, and also an estimde of developing the property
adjoining Brykerwood School, with the idea of asking the School Board to help
finance this play ground ajoining Brykerwood School. The motion carried by the
the following vote:
